NEW MOVE IN BAY RUM CON- 
TROVERSY. 


The bay rum controversy between 
importers and government has been 
brought again vividly to public notice 
by an unexpected and shrewd move on 
the part of a New York house, repre- 
sentative of the former, and if their 
plans, which have been carefully laid, 
do not miscarry the department heads 
in Washington may yet be euchered. 

For some reason, known better to 
themselves than to the citizens of this 
country, the officials of the Internal 
Revenue and of the Treasury Depart- 
ments have determined that Porto 
Rican bay rum must pay an internal 
revenue tax of $1.10 per proof gallon. 
It matters not in their opinion thar the 
United States Circuit Court in two 
instances held that there were no 
grounds upon which the contention of 
the government could be upheld, that 
the Court of Appeals, consisting of 


three judges unanimously upheld this 
decision and that the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States had advised 
against carrying the case further; they 
have relieved the courts from the duty 





of defending the Foraker act and have 
arbitrarily placed their own construc- 
tion upon it. In other words they have 
intimated as clearly as actions can 
speak that they decline to accept the 
decision of their own courts and their 
own chief legal adviser and acting 
upon the rights of government against 
which no execution can be levied in 
event of a refusal to pay, they have, to 
all practical intents and purposes, re- 
pudiated a debt which a private citi- 
zen would have been forced to pay 
under pain of imprisonment or bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. 

The whole history of this case has 
been rendered remarkable by the series 
of astonishing blunders on the part of 
the authorities at Washington who 
seem to consider that their province is 
not only to execute the law, but to in- 
terpret it. 

So far as bay rum is concerned, they 
might have declined in the beginning 
to be sued at all. They would have 
been within their constitutional rights 
in so doing, and such a course, though 
open to criticism, would at least have 
saved the importers considerable an- 
noyance and expense. 

The new move on the part of the im- 
porters has been to have served upon 
the United States Marshal in Brook- 
lyn, an order on a libel in admiralty 
to take possession of a consignment 
of bay rum upon arrival, from the Col- 
lector or the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. The answer to the allega- 
tions in the libel must, according to 
the order obtained, be made on or be- 
fore October 28, and the outcome may 
serve as a short and decisive method of 
determining whether the government 
authorities have the right to go be- 
hind the courts and insist upon pay- 
ments which the said courts have held 
to be illegal. 

The Internal Revenue officials, it is 
said, have anticipated some action of 
this kind, but they are as determined 
as ever to see the matter through. If 
quoted correctly, they expect that the 
courts will again uphold the importers 
and order the release of the bay rum 
in accordance with previous decisions, 
but they contend that the revenue of- 
ficers will not be compelled to stamp 
the goods, nor will the United States 
he compelled to abandon its contention 
that the goods should be stamped, 
and that therefore they will be sub- 
ject to reseizure upon appearing on 
the market. There may, therefore, be 
protracted litigation yntil the matter is 
either adjudicated by the Supreme 
Court ar disposed of by act of Con- 


gress.

LEGALITY OF DIRECT CON- 
TRACT AND SERIAL NUM- 
BERING PLAN. 


Another step has been taken towards 
establishing the validity of the direct 
contract and serial numbering plan 
when employed by an individual man- 
ufacturer, and the particulars will be 
found on another page of this issue, 
It is a case fraught with so much im- 
portance to the drug trade that every 
phase of it will be watched with the 
keenest interest. The latest develop- 
ment of the legal controversy between 
the trade and the government has been 
the granting last week by the United 
States Supreme Court of a petition by 
the Dr. Miles Medical Company for a 
writ of certiorari which will enable 


the company to bring this all-import- ! 


ant issue before the court of last re- 
sort and forever decide the question as 
to whether or not a manufacturer can 
lawfully enter into a contract with dis- 
tributors of his goods whereby the re- 
tail price established by him may be 
maintained. 

It is not necessary to again enter far 
into the merits of the case or to de- 
scribe the particulars of the direct 
contract and serial numbering plan. 
There is not a druggist, manufacturing, 
wholesale or retail, who is not thorough- 
ly conversant with that expedient for 
the prevention of price cutting adopted 


by the associations of the various 
branches of the drug trade which 
evoked the celebrated “Indianapolis 
Decree.” The decision of court was 


against the legality of the system as 
then in vogue and it was promptly dis- 
continued. 


The right of an individual, however, 
to conduct his business as he saw fit 
was not disputed, and how far he may 
go in pursuance of this right comprises 
the present question at issue. The Su- 
preme Court will be called upon to 
decide whether a man or a corporation, 
in the conduct of his or its affairs, can 
do what a syndicate of individuals or 
an association of corporations would 
be barred from doing under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The petitioners in 
this case claim the right to dispose of 
their goods to whom they please and 
upon any terms or contract they may 
choose to dictate. They likewise claim 
the privilege of selecting their cus- 
tomers and of withholding their prod- 
ucts from certain distributors when 
they deem it in their interest so to do. 
The action of the individual, as in this 
case, is held by them to be altogether 
different from an act which involves a 
combination ef many interests, and 
which, as such, has been considered in 
restraint of trade. 

The Supreme Court granted a similar 
writ to review the case of John D. Park 
& Sons Company vs. Hartman, but 
the proceedings were abandoned, and 
the present case of the Dr. Miles Med- 
ical Company is, therefore, of unusual 
interest, in that it promises a definite 
settlement by an authority against 
which there can be no appeal. 
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TRIALS AND TROUBLES OF 
TURPENTINE PRODUCERS. 


In view of the rather turbulent con- 
ditions of turpentine in the South, the 
low prevailing prices and personal ac- 
cusations passing back and forth be- 
tween the ports of Savannah and 
Jacksonville, a full report of the con- 
vention of the Turpentine Operators’ 
Association recently held at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., should attract some at- 
tention from the consuming and dis- 
tributing trades. The two rival camps 
of the naval stores industry have been 
pitched in the respective ports men- 
tioned, one is representative of the 
producing element, and the other of 
the principal distributors, and each 
accuses the other in no measured terms 
of unfair business dealings and of 
being responsible for the present state 
of the market. The convention of the 
turpentine operators this year was par- 
ticularly important on account of the 
existing conditions, and the speeches 
and recommendations were lstened to 
with wrapped attention. The produc- 
ers of naval stores are seeking some 
plan of escape from the experience of 
the past season, and for some Moses 
to lead them out of the wilderness. 

The president, Mr. J. G. Boyd, made 
an eloquent appeal for reforms in the 
conduct of the industry. He instanced 
that while labor has been cheaper, yet 
the advantage has been offset materi- 
ally by the small proportion of virgin 
boxes cut and the increased prices of 
supplies and feed stuffs. Thus, while 
the cost of production, he maintained, 
was practically without change, the 
value of the product had sunk below its 
cost to produce. He laid the blame of 
the low prices at the door of the distrib- 
utors and claimed that, though there 
were nominally ten competitive buyers 
of naval stores, that in reality there 
was but one, which he alleged domi- 
nated the market and had forced the 
producer to sell him his goods for less 
than these same goods cost to produce. 
He also referred to the alleged exten- 
sive adulteration of turpentine and to 
the “horning” of rosin, whereby it was 
falsely graded, as “nefarious practices 
on the part of the seller,” and he rec- 
ommended that the attention of Con- 
gress be drawn to the facts and that 
suitable legislative steps be taken to 
abolish the frauds. What was needed, 
he said, was national inspection of 
every barrel of spirits and rosin before 
it should be allowed to cross a State 
line or be loaded for export. 

Turning his attention to the duties 
of the operators themselves, he urged 
them to cut down production and save 
the timber, as he argued that under 
existing circumstances there was no as- 
surance that even a reduced output 
would bring profitable figures, and to 
persevere in box cutting could only 
lead to financial disaster. He entered 


a plea for extended membership and 
for the moral and financial support 
of the proposed Naval Stores Market- 
ing Company. 

The report of the special committee 
which has been working toward the 
perfecting of the new selling company 
is also incorporated in the proceedings 
of the meeting and is a strong plea 
for the financial aid necessary to carry 
the enterprise to a successful com- 
pletion. 

Because of the turpentine troubles 
and the charges and counter charges 
that have been made, the Reporter 
this week also prints a letter from 
Mr. E. S. Nash, president of the Amer- 
ican Naval Stores Company, which was 
sent to us with a request for publica- 
tion. The letter, written in defense of 
his company, comprises the history of 
events from its inception to its present 
position in the naval stores market. 
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STRONG POSITION OF OLIVE 
OIL. 

Commercial olive oil in the local 


market sold last January at 68 cents 
per gallon. To-day the same quality is 
valued at $1.15, and promises to go 
higher should demand become im- 
perative. The fluctuation involving a 
price difference of 47 cents per gallon 
or about $23.50 per barrel is the nat- 
ural outcome of extraordinary circum- 
stances, and the situation so far as 
the United States is concerned, is one 
that has seldom if ever occurred in 
the history of the industry. 

To begin with, the local market is 
practically bare of both commercial 
oil and foots; and there is no relief in 
sight. Importers have withdrawn on 
account of customs difficulties, which 
have rendered the value of the goods 
an altogether uncertain quantity. The 
fact that there is so little oil to be had 
at any price may be attributed to two 
well defined causes, primarly because 
the crop during the past season has 
been an unusually light one, and sec- 
ondly because of the peculiar features 
of the United States tariff act, which, 
under existing conditions, makes the 
importation of olive oil for industrial 
purposes practically prohibitive. 

The latter cause is to a great extent 
dependent upon the former, but to 
make the situation plain it is neces- 
sary to go back to events early in 
the current year. It is a feature of 
olive growing, which renders jit dif- 
ferent to most agricu]tural industries 
that the oldest trees produce the frujt 
richest in oi]. The product of the 
young trees jnyariably yields but lit- 
tle, and as jt takes a great many years 
for a tree to develop and grow old 
enough to be valuable as an oil pro- 
ducer, it is not possible to remedy the 
evils of a famine year by increased 
acreage. It must be borne in mind too 
that the importers will invariably buy 
in the lowest market, and that the 
cheapness of oil is naturally regulated 
by the bounty of the harvest. Some- 
times Italy is the favored country, 
sometimes Spain, and sometimes 
Greece or Turkey. It is also easy to 
realize that a country favored by an 
abundant crop is more than likely to 
produce a high grade oil, and that in 
supplying their wants the importers of 
this country must necessarily receive 
a large proportion of oil, intended for 
commercial use, which is of such 
good quality as to excite the cus- 
toms examiner to the belief that it is 
suitable for edible purposes and con- 
sequently should be taxed as table 
oil, 

Following the customs troubles of 
the early season, the importers were 
particularly careful. Some of the oil 
purchased for later arrival was sold 
on the other side at a profit, and a 
great deal of that which did come in 
was held up by the customs officers, 
first because of its alleged superior 
quality and afterward because it was 
valued at more than 60 cents per gal- 
lon at the port of shipment on date 
of consignment. The merchants who 
had sold oil tor late delivery on this 
side and had covered early in the year 
have found themselves in the position 
of having to pay a tax of 40 cents a gal- 
lon that was never taken into con- 
sideration when their buying and sell- 
ing contracts were made. There might 
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be some chance to withdraw the oil 
bonded when the cost was under the 
60-cent limit, but the latest importa- 
tions have been made at a time when 
the foreign market had risen to a 75- 
cent basis, and there is no way of es- 
caping the penalty in this instance. 
Of course, when the act was passed 
the intention of Congress was plainly 
to allow a free entrance to olive oil for 
use in the various industries, and then 
it was thought that the price limit of 
this low grade oil would never, even 
in an off year, exceed in value 60 cents 
Since then it has often

not yet exactly known, but it might 
perhaps be safe to say that it will not 
greatly exceed one-half of the average 
outturn; and when it is considered that 
the previous crop season of 1906-1907 
was one of the shortest of many years, 
the strength of the situation is all the 
more apparent. It is evident that Italy 
and Spain will not begin to be able 
to supply the demand and that the 
Oriental countries will be called upon 
to make good the deficiency so far as 
possible. 

What with a bare local market and 
the remarkably strong position on the 
other side, the future looks decidedly 
bullish. Already operators are begin- 
ning to speculate upon the possible 
effect of the olive situation upon cot- 
tonseed oil, but it must be remembered 
that there are a good many contin- 
gencies in the shape of good crops of 
sesame, arachis and other vegetable 


oils which might tend to offset a move-' 


ment looking for a substantial advance 
in the American product, though the 
foreign market may naturally be 
strengthened as the season advances. 
In view of the shortage of the olive 
crop, a with the Italian 
crops of other years and other coun- 
tries will prove of some little interest.

[The following letter from Mr, E. S. 
Nash, president of the American Naval 
Stores Company, was sent to the Repor- 
ter for publication and we have pleasure 
in complying with the request.] 


American 


Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

Our company, since the naval stores 
producing industry entered into a period 
of depression and unremunerative values 
following upon four years of unexampled 
prosperity, nas been the subject of con- 
stant attacks in the public prints of 
Florida, and has been charged with pos- 
sessing and exercising the supernatural 
power of fixing and controlling values of 
a great industry covering eight States, for 
the purpose of crushing the producer, 

During the period of high prices, and 
consequently of prosperity to the pro- 
ducer, We were, on the other hand, at- 
tacked by the consuming trade journals, 
particularly those in Europe, as being 
responsibie for creating a level of values 
that impaired the profits of the consumer. 

The charges from both quarters were 
equally without foundation and have, 
therefore, been ignored by us in the be- 
lief that time would show their falsity. 

Inasmuch, however, as so strong and 
important a body as the Jacksonville 
Board of Trade has identified itself with 
these attacks, and has gone to the ex- 
treme of disseminating circular letters of 
u misieading character throughout the 
consuming and producing world, we now 
deem it incumbent on us, in justice to 
the trade as well as ourselves, to take 
rotice of the charges made, so far as is 
necessary to place our position in its true 
light and at the same time show to those 
not already advised the causes that led to 
the formation of the American Naval 
Stores Company, and at the same time 
those that have produced present con- 
ditions in the trade. 

The companies which have 
chief objects of attack are:— 

First. The Atlantic Investment 
pany, and 

Seconau. The Naval 
Company. 

A word as to the first named:—In 12 
the factors embraced in the Consolidated 
Naval Stores Company organized their 
own export company with the avowed 
intention of marketing their own receipts. 
Jefore proceeding to that extreme they 
realized the inadequacy of their equip- 
ment for this heavy undertaking, and 
made overtures to Paterson-Downing 
Company and 8S. P. Shotter Company, 
which resulted in the conclusion of a 
joint contract with those companies to 
take the Consolidated Naval Stores Com- 
pany’s receipts at Jacksonville, Fernan- 
Gina and Pensacola, on basis of the Sa- 
vannah market. Under legal advice in 
New York it was determined that the 
proper course was to organize a holding 
company, the sole purpose of which wes 
to issue to current stockholders of the 
Paterson-Downing Company and S, P. 
Sbotter Comyany their equivalent number 
oF shares under the revised interests. 
This company was termed the “Atlantic 
Investment Company,” and its cliarter 
wee for a term of two years and three 
nonths, te conform to the life of the 
contract with the Consolidated Naval 
Stores Company. We call especial at: :n- 
tion to the fact that this merging of in- 
terests between the two contracting com- 
panies was not the result of our own voli- 
tion. While entered into by us as a 
ineasure Of self-defense made necessary 
by the attitude and initiative of the fac- 
tors themselves, it was at the same time 
urged and pressed upon us by those who 
subsequertly, and to further their own 
ends and interests denounced it as a 
“trust’’ Other joint account contracts 
were made necessary in our own defense. 
We never contemplated the violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act or any othe’, 
und did not suppose that we were doing 
s” 

At the time that the Atlantic Invest- 
ment Company made its contract for two 
years and three months with the Consoli- 
dated Naval Stores Company of Jackson- 
ville to purchase from the Consolidated 
the bulk of its receipts for the term men- 
tioned, the representatives of the Con- 
solidated Company insisted, as a condi- 
tion precedent to their making the con- 
tract for their company, that they be as- 
signed a considerable interest in the At- 
lantic Investment Company, which was 
the purchasing company. We did not 
care to do this and appreciated the fact 
that these gentlemen were becoming in- 
terested not only as sellers but as buyers, 
but we finally yielded to their insistence 
and their demand for 20 per cent. of the 
shares of the Atlantic Investment Com- 
pany was reduced to 16 per cent. of the 
shares of the Atlantic Investment Com- 
pany, or the purchasing company, were 
finally issued to Messrs. W. F. Coach- 
man, ¢. B. Rogers, United States Sena- 
tor Taliaferro and others associated with 
and interested in the factorage element. 
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The portion of this 16 per cent, alloted to 
what might be called the Savannah in- 
terests were soon afterwards transferred 
back to export interests in the Atlantic 
Investment Company, it having been de- 
cided by the holders that their retention 
of possession would prejudice them in the 
eyes of the producing interests. 

The majority of the other shares is- 
sued, however, including those of the gen- 
tlemen just named, were retained as the 
actual property of Mr. Coachman, Sen- 
ator Taliaferro and others, and the rev- 
enues enjoyed from their possession, as 
we are able to prove, were highly satis- 
factory to them. It is true that the 
shares really belonging to Mr. W. F. 
Coachman were, for reasons best known 
to himself, soon after issuance trans- 
ferred and held by another party, but 
this holding of the other party was pure- 
ly nominal, the shares being always the 
actual property of Mr. Coachman, who 
received the dividends therefrom. ‘These 
shares, as well as those of all other hold- 
ers not identified with the export inter- 
esis, were subsequently bought in at a 
substantial premium in addition to the 
dividends paid. 

The Atlantic Investment Company was 
one of the corporations indicted in the 
former prosecution in the United States 
Court. At that time we had the earnest 
sympathy of Mr. Coachman, and the rea- 
son for this sympathy is sufficiently in- 
dicated. Both Mr, Coachman and his 
confreres were fully aware of the nature 
of the holding company and of the tur- 
pentine joint account with other com- 
panies, and ‘they were the beneficiaries 
of the profits of the holding company. 
When their standing and vocation are 
considered it can scarcely be possible that 
any one of them considered this to be in 
any way antagonistic to the Sherman Act, 

Upon the expiration of the contract with 
the Consolidated Naval Stores Company 
negotiations for a renewal were without 
effect, and, as a consequence, the Naval 
Stores Export Company, under the lead- 
ership of Mr. W. F. Coachman, entered 
into active existence, and at once became 
a very earnest competitor of the Atlantic 
Investment Company, its charter having 
been renewed. Claiming to control the 
greater part of the crop, it declared open 
war upon the Atlantic Investment Com- 
pany, and the determination to drive it 
from their field. In this it was unsuc- 
cessful, and, after six months activity, 
sought and obtained such relief from the 
Atlantic Investment Company as to save 
itself from total extinction, and its af- 
fillated concerns from grave disaster. The 
humiliation arising from this termination 
of their efforts has ever since rankled in 
the breasts of those responsible for the 
catastrophe, and affords ample explana- 
tion of the vindictive attacks to which our 
company has been subjected ever since. 
Embraced in these attacks is the repeated 
declaration that our company has used 
its resources for the purpose of wrecking 
values of rosin and turpentine. When it 
is demonstrable that the money invested 
by us, as a company, and individually 
in the factorage and producing branch of 
the business, is greatly in excess of the 
capital we employ in the marketing of the 
product, the falseness and absurdity of 
their charges is self-evident. 

With regard to the receding course of 
prices during the last twelve months and 
the ruinous values presently prevailing, 
the causes are natural, and “He who 
runs may read.’’ These are:—First. Op- 

ressively heavy stocks carried over from 
ast crop; second, an increase of 7% per 
cent. in the current crop; third, a heavy 
falling off in American consumption, due 
to the prevailing trade distress. The net 
result of these three causes has been that 
the world’s visible supply of turpentine 
on October 1, 1908, was 6,000 barrels, or, 
to be exact, 64,508 barrels in excess of 
that of the same date last year, and 83,- 
000 barrels more than at the same time 
two years ago. 

That we made no effort to maintain 
the price of turpentine at the value placed 
upon it by the Naval Stores Export Com- 
pany, is true. It is equally true that had 
we done so, ignoring the evidence of a 
largeiy increased production during a sea- 
son of unexampled trade depression fol- 
lowing the financial panic, our own capi- 
tal would also have been wiped out and 
the industry paralyzed through the en- 
forced lack of our support. 

Furthermore, it will be evident to those 
same thinking men, with judgment un- 
warped by the sting of failure, that the 
attack upon the American Naval Stores 
Compony is an attack upon the very 
backbone of the industry. 

This company, with its resources and its 
construction, the fruit of thirty years of 
laborious and difficult education as to the 
requirements of the business, takes up, 
pays for and distributes the receipts at 
Brunswick, Pensacola, Tampa, Mobile, 
Gulfport, New Orleans and the interior 
Gulf States, totalling annually 750,000 bar- 
rels, valued at approximately $7,000,000. 
These receipts are taken upon the daily 
prices prevailing at Savannah, the ba- 
sic market. 

Should those who are engaged in the 
conspiracy against the life of this com- 
pany accomplish all that it is their de- 
eclared purpose to do, from what quarter 
do they expect to replace its buying the 
distributing power and avert the chaotic 
conditions that would affect the entire in- 
dustry through the disruption of this im- 
portant part of it? 

Let him who studies the situation im- 
partially decide as to whether the attack 
is prompted by love for the producer or 
by self-aggrandizement and hostility to 
our company, and let him also decide as 
to who is the better friend of the in- 
dustry itself—the attacked or the at- 
tacker. 

This article is written primarily in jus- 
tification of our company, and in order 
to correct the erroneous impression that 
may have been created in the minds of 
that portion of the public that has read 
with any degree of attention the on- 
slaughts on us in the press of Jackson- 
ville. We have likewise thought it well 
to place before such as wish to know the 
true situation, a correct, clear and rea- 
sonable statement of facts, such as will 
enable both producer and consumer to 
form a logical conclusion in the prem- 
ises and that will help the producer in 
particular to understand the real reason 
for the unhappy conditions of the in- 
dustry. 

Knowing this, the remedy lies largely 
in his hands.

By the death of George L. Muth, senior 


member of the wholesale drug firm of 
Muth Bros. & Co., on October 10, 
Baltimore lost a prominent and highly 
respected citizen and the drug trade a 
substantial pillar. Mr. Muth was born 


at Pickesville, a suburb of Baltimore, 
February 2, 1843, and was educated at St. 
Alphonsus Catholic School. He entered 
upon his business career in the employ of 
W. H. Spilker & Co. when but a lad of 


fifteen, and later was employed as a 
traveling salesman by the candy manu- 
facturing firm of Darby & Darby. His 


connection with the drug trade dates from 
1866, when he accepted a similar position 


with Thomsen, Lilly & Co., with which 
house he afterwards became identified as 
a partner, when the style of the firm 


was changed to Thomsen & Muth, 

In 1884 his brothers, John P. 
Joseph Muth, joined him, and the co- 
partnership of Muth Bros, & Co. was 
formed. The two brothers subsequently 
died and were succeeded in the firm by 
their sons, John C. and John S. Muth, 
who by the death of their uncle now be- 
come the sole partners, and will carry 
on the business as heretofore. 

The deceased gentleman had been twice 
married, first to Elizabeth Schaab, who 
died in 1871, and later to her sister Mar- 
garet, who died in 1900. He had one son, 
Joseph L. Muth, who died in 189 and, 
besides his nephews, he is survived by 
two brothers, Francis X. Muth and 
Brother Clement, assistant superior-gen- 
eral of the Brothers of the Christian 
Schools. 

Apart from his business associations 
Mr. Muth was widely known, especially 
in musical circles, in which he took great 
interest. He directed for many years the 
choir of St. Mark’s Catholic Church, at 
Catonsville.

The Paint Manufacturers Association of 
the Tnited States held its annual meeting 





at the Hotel Belmont, New York, on 
Ostoher 2th and 21Ist. The attendance 


was large, numbering about seventy-five. 

The principal subject for consideration 
was the question of paint legislation. The 
Legislative Committee presented a report 
reviewing the work of the past year, and 
was heartily congratulated, and thanked 
by a rising vote for its efficiency and de- 
votion in handling the difficult subject. 
At the conclusion of the discussion follow- 
ing the report, the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted:— 

Resolved, That the Paint Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation hereby indorses the plan as outlined 
by the Central Committee, and further author- 
izes said committee to represent the Associa- 
tion in all legislative matters which may arise 
before the next annual meeting 

Resolved, That the Paint Manufacturers’ As- 
seclation confirm the appointment from this 
Acsociation, with full powers of discretion of 
N. BR. Grege. Wm. E. Lucas, Ludington Pat 
ton and S. Rosenthal as members of the Cen- 
tral Committee, to represent this Assoctation 
in all legislative matters which mav arise he- 
fore the next annual meeting of this Associa- 
tion 

Resolved. That anv vacancies which may 
oecur in the representation of our Association 
in said Central Committee be filled by appoint 
ment hy the president of our Association 

These resolutions referred to the plan 
alrerdyv indorsed by the National Painr, 
Oil and Varnish Association, the Eastern 
and Middle Atlantic States Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, and the Drv Color Manu- 
facturers’ Association, and which was 
printed in full in our last issue 

The report of the Rureau of Promotion 
and Development was presented in the 
form of printed pamphlets from the Edu- 
eational and Commercial, and the Scien- 
tifie sections. Thev showed much im- 
portant and valuable work done in the 
interests of the paint manufacturing 
trade. and were received with a rising 
vote of thanks to the directors of the ser- 
tion. Tt was decided to continue the work 
without interruntion 

The report of the Committee on Freight 
and Transportation detailed considerable 
work of imnortance, and showed that the 
committee had heen successful in saving 
the Association much threatened expense 
ard annovance. 

A poll of the membershiv present re- 
vealed the universal intention to adopt net 
weiehts and full measures for roods of all 
kinds, as rapidly as possible. Most of the 





manufacturers baving already 
this course. 

The report of the Fire Insurance Com- 
mittee strongly recommended inter-insur- 
ance, and indorsed a plan by whicn the 
project will be put into operation without 
expense to the Association. 

The Wednesday morning session was 
devoied to an interesting and viuluable 
address by Walter H. Cottingham, gencrai 
manager of the Sherwin-Williams Com- 
pary, on costs and accounting. The ad- 
dress, which was explicit and full of de- 
tail, was illustrated by a diagram clearly 
showing the distribution of costs and ad- 
ministrative expenses and was listened to 
throughout with marked attention. Con- 
siderable discussion followed its delivery, 
andi Mr Cottingham received the unani- 
mous thanks of the convention by a ris- 
ing vote. 

The secretary in his report called at- 
tention to the fact that by a ruling ob- 
tained from the Post Office Department, 
color cards are now admitted to the mails 
at third class rates, instead of fourth 
class rates, as heretofore.

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Validity of Contract Plan to be 


Tested in Supreme Court. 
PETITION FOR WRIT OF CERTIORARI 
GRANTED TO DR. MILES MEDICAL COM- 

PANY—WILL BRING QUESTION OF LE- 
GALITY OF CONTRACTS AND SERIAL 
NUMBERING PLAN WHEN EM- 


PLOYED BY SINGLE MANUFAC- 
TURER BEFORE THE COURT 


OF LAST RESORT—FULL 
TEXT OF PETITION. 


Washington, Oct. 23, 1908. 

The United States Supreme Court on 
the 19th instant granted a petition for a 
writ of certiorari in a case that will 
bring before the highest legal tribunal 
for final adjudication two issues of far- 
reaching consequence to the drug and 
allied trades, first, as to whether the so- 
called contract and serial numbering plan 
for the protection of prices is legal when 
employed by an individual manufacturer, 
and, second, as to whether a manufac- 
turer who employs this plan can main- 
tain an action for damages against a 
jobber or other dealer who obtains his 
goods indirectly and, after defacing wrap- 
pers, labels, cartons, etc., so as to ob- 
literate retail price marks, places them 
on the market at cut rates. The pe- 
titioner in this case is the Dr. Miles 
Medical Company and the respondent is 
the John D. Park & Sons Company, the 
proceeding being an appeal from a de- 
cision of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
of the Sixth Circuit adverse to the pe- 
titioner. 

Both the questions involved in this in- 
teresting case have been the subject of 
decisions in the courts below, but the 
rulings have been diverse in different 
jurisdictions, and the United States Su- 
preme Court has never had presented to 
it exactly the issues involved herein. In 
the now famous case against the so- 
called drug trust the contract and serial 
numbering plan was assailed as a viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law when 
employed by associations of manufac- 
turers and dealers, but the use of the 
plan by an individual manufacturer was 
not condemned, the inference being 
rather that such use was legal. In other 
actions brought in the lower courts man- 
ufacturers have been sustained in their 
efforts to maintain the advertised retail 
prices of their products, but in certain 
copyright cases the United States Su- 
preme Court has refused to award dam- 


ages against price-cutters, although in 
these cases contracts were lacking and 
no such svstem of identification as the 


serial numbering plan was involved. In 
the case of Park & Sons Company vs. 
Hartman, involving issues almost iden- 
tical with those presented in the petition 
ot the Dr. Miles Medical Company, the 
United States Supreme Court granted a 
writ of certiorari that would have 
brought the whole auestion before this 
court. but it is stated that Hartman has 
abandoned the contract and serial num- 
bering plan and will not contest the 
issue further in the courts. Under these 
conditions the action brought by the Dr. 
Miles Medical Company will serve as a 
test case, and the outcome will therefore 
be awaited with great interest not only 
in the drug trade, but throughout the 
brsiness community. 

The text of the petition for a writ of 
certiorari, which the United States Su- 
vreme Court has just granted, is as fol- 
lows:—

of Kentucky, respondent, asking for an mjunc- 
tion and accounting of profits and assessment 
of damages, in which suit the petitioner stated 
that the petitioner was engaged at Elkhart, 
Ind., in the manufacture of certain proprietary 
medicines and remedies, invented, discovered 
and compounded by Dr. Franklin Miles, a 
physician by profession; that said Miles in- 
vented, discovered and compounded certain 
valuable and meritorious medicines and rem- 
edies constituting an efficacious system of med- 
icines and remedies, and transferred all his 
rights therein to petitioner; that such medi- 
cines were and always had been made and 
compounded under secret processes, recipes and 
formulas, invariably kept and preserved as 
trade secrets and known only to the inventor 
and petitioner and its confidential employes; 
that arbitrary and distinctive trade-names and 
trade-marks had been given to and used upon 
and in connection with said medicines, and 
the medicines always put up and sold in pecu- 
liar and distinctive bottles, wrappers and labels; 
that the medicines are meritorious and in the 
manufacture, putting up and sale thereof the 
food and drug laws have been complied with; 
that such medicines had been at petitioner’s 
sole expense and cost extensively advertised 
and exploited under the trade-names, marks 
and get-ups employed; that as the result of 
the meritorious character and extensive ad- 
vertisement and exploitation of the medicines 
a large trade therein and valuable demand 
and good will therefor had been created and 
existed throughout the United States; that 
upon the introduction of each medicine the 
retail price to the consumer therefor had been 
fixed by petitioner and such prices placed 
vpon the containing wrapper and advertised 
and maintained as the retail price thereof; that 
petitioner did not sell at retail, but uniformly 
sold to jobbers or wholesalers, and such whole- 
salers or jobbers in turn to retail drug dealers; 
that in the advertisements of the medicines 
prospective purchasers and users were 1d- 
vised and informed that the medicines were 
on sale at retail drug stores; that the med- 
icines have been and are kept fn stock at re- 
tail stores and sold to users by such retail 
druggists; that after the establishment of such 
markets, demand and good will which existed 
in retail drug stores and recently the demand 
for and the reputation of the medicines had 
induced department and _ cut-rate stores to 
procure the medicines and announce and sell 
such medicines at less than the retail prices 
fixed and advertised by petitioner, not for the 
purpose of obtaining the customary prices 
therefor and realizing a pecuniary profit there- 
from, but for the purpose of attracting and in- 
ducing custom and trade for other articles; 
that this method has injuriously affected the 
reputation and diminished the demand for and 
the sales of petitioner’s medicines; that in 
order to protect petitioner’s trade and business 
in such medicines, petitioner has established a 
system of contracts and sales, whereby peti- 
tloner stamps each package of medicines with 
an identifying serial number and keeps a 
record thereof and enters into separate written 
contracts with the individual jobbers or whole- 
salers, consigning thereunder the medicines 
to such jobbers at fixed and uniform values, 
and appointing such jobbers wholesale distrib- 
rting agents and authorizing such jebbers and 
the wholesalers as agents to sell such proprie- 
tary medicines and remedies of petitioner to 
the duly accredited retail agents at prices 
fixed in such contracts; that in such agency 
contracts it ts also provided that such whole- 
saler or jobber shall furnish reports by serial 
numbers, which are placed on cards supplied 
in connection with the medicines, of the name 
and addresses of all purchasers from such 
wholesale agents; that such consignment con- 
tracts provide that the title to all of the prep- 
arations so consigned remain absolutely in the 
petitioner until sold in accordance with the 
provisions of the contract; that consignee con- 
fine the sale of all the petitioner’s products to 
designated retail agents of petitioner, as spe- 
cified in lists of such retail agents furnished 
by petitioner at designated prices and shall 
not sell or supply to others not so designated, 
and further account to and pay the proceeds 
of all sales after deducting as full compensa- 
tion for services, charges and disbursements a 
commission of 10 per cent. of the invoice 
value, and a further commission of 5 per cent. 
on the net amount of each consignment after 
deducting the said 10 per cent. commission, on 
all advances remitted within ten days from 
date of consignment; that any advances made 
shall in no manner affect the title of the 
goods, which shall remain in petitioner as if 
no advances had been made; that all unsold 
goods be returned and the consignee guaran- 
tees the payment for all goods sold under the 
agreement and also agrees to render a full 
account and to remit the net proceeds on the 
first day of each month of and for the sales of 
the month preceding; that consignee furnish 
to petitioner from time to time statements of 
stock; that petitioner agrees to cause each 
retail package of its goods to be identified by 
number and the consignee agrees to furnish re- 
ports as to the disposition of such numbered 
goods and that petitioner’s preparations shall 
be sold by the consignee only to the desig- 
nated or listed wholesale or retail dealers who 
are styled agents of the petitioner, and at 
not less than prices specified. That petitioner 
by contracts in writing with retail druggists 
appoints such retail dealers retail di*tributers 
of such proprietary medicines at fixed prices 
from authorized wholesale agents of petitioner 
and the retailers agree with petitioner not to 
sell to dealers not authorized in writing by 
petitioner to purchase or deal in petitioner's 
proprietary remedies, or to any person at more 
than the standard or less than prices enu- 
merated, and to stamp or write at the time of 
sale such retail dealer's name and address 
upon each package sold; that petitioner stamps 
each package of its medicines with an identi- 
fying serial number, places cards containing 
corresponding serial numbers in each case 
containing said medicines, and requires the 
wholesale agents to report the names and 
addresses of retail dealers purchasing upon 
such card; that petitioner furnishes to each 
wholesale agent of petitioner a list of whole- 
sale agents and retail dealers who have exe- 
cuted such contracts with petitioner and who 
are authorized to deal in petitioner's medi- 
cines; that said system, known as the direct 
contract wholesale agency plan, has been gen- 
erally adopted in reference to petitioner's rem- 
edies by wholesale and retail druggists 
throughout the United Sttaes and is in force 
throughout the United States; that the prices 
so fixed are reasonable and uniform, and pe- 
titioner’s medicines are supplied without dis- 
crimination at uniform prices on said terms 
to all dealers who execute and observe such 
contracts; that said system was adopted and 
intended solesly to prevent price cutting. de-

“But before going into a discussion of the 
work of cur committee, I desire first to ex- 
press my appreciation of the honor conferred 
upen me by your association in electing me to 
membership in that body and for your invita- 
tion to adaress you, as well as to my fellow 
members of the committee for their request to 
speak for them. 

PAYS RESPECTS TO CRITICISMS, 

“First of all, I wish to pay my respects in 
passing to certain attempted criticisms at the 
hands of interests well known to be unfriendly 
to this indusiry. They have attempted to 
make light of the fact that on our committee 
of fifty there are bankers, wholesale mer- 
chants, retail merchants, professional men, 
transportation men, life insurance men, and 
even the coal man and the ice man, 

‘“The personnel of this committee needs no 
defense before the tribunal of American busi- 
ness interests Their motives never have been 


impugned, and their ability in their respective 
lines has been such as to stamp them success- 


ful men, 


“So much for the commitiee which under- 
took te carry out the instructions of its par- 
ent body, the Jacksonville Board of Trade, as 
plainly enunciated in the thoroughly digested 
and carefully prepared resolution presented by 
the board ot governors and unanimously 
adopted by that body at its regular meeting 
on July 38. 

SLANDER CANNOT HARM. 

*‘No amount of slush or balderdash employed 
by unfriendly interests will be successful in 
confusing the minds of the well informed men 
«engaged in your industry, nor will it achieve 
the purpose of intimidating the commercial 
world or estopping thein in their efforts to do 
their share tuward the rescue of this great 
business, 

“The Jacksonville Board of Trade fully real- 
ized that something was the matter in its com- 
mercial life; and, looking about for an ex- 
planation of the situation, it found that the 
naval stores industry was in a most deplora- 
ble condition, and putting their heads together 
with the men engaged directly in the indus- 
try, and in totaling up the debit and credit 
sides of their ledgers, they were confronted 
with the fact that that part of the Southern 
territory known as the ‘yellow pine belt’ had, 
by reason of the crippled condition of this in- 
dustry, sustained an actual loss to the busi- 
ness interests of that belt during the past 
year umounting to from $10,000,000 to $14,- 
000, 000 

EXHAUSTIVE INVESTIGATION. 

“This committee therefore was directed to 
make a& most thorough and exhaustive inves- 
tigation into every phase of the conduct of the 
turpentine industry—and this committee has 
done its work. 

“In the course of its labors this committee 
took into its confidence some 1,400 operators, 
as well as the factors, .ome 200 timber own- 
ers, 2,100 consumers—2,000 of them in Amer- 
ica, and 100 in Kurope—some 500 bankers, 450 
newspapers, 200 trade journals, 165 commer- 
cial bodies or boards of trade, and over 3,000 
business men. 

“As a result of these conferences, the con- 
viction was forced upon this committee that 
the conditicn of your industry was not due to 
natural causes, but to unnatural causes; that 
the ccndition was abnormal and not normal; 
that you were selling your turpentine and 
rosin at a price actually below the cost of 
production; and that your industry was get- 
ting in a worse and worse condition as each 
lot of spirits and rosin was exposed for sale 
at the present.ruling prices, 

ADULTERATION AND PADDING. 


“In refutation of the claim that these unnat- 
urally low prices and the resulting impov- 
erished condition were due to over-production 
and a decrease in demand, it was suggested to 
this committee that a considerable adulteration 
had been made in last year’s crop and that the 
statistics were untairly kept and maliciously 
padded. This committee did not originate that 
charge, but it justified in the belief that 
the charge is true 

“That certain agencice, or

here this committee wants to say further that 
it Is not concerned with the outcome of trials 
now pending and that it makes no difference 
to thie committee whether the persons in- 
dicted are convicted or acquitted, fined or in- 
carcerated in common jails or penitentiaries 
This committee believes that it can await the 
verdict of that great tribunal of justice in the 
profound confidence that a just verdict will 
issue, and of a just verdict no man but the 
guilty need be afraid.

“Is it not remarkable that this great panic 
should have been visited solely upon the naval 
stores industry? 

THE OVERPRODUCTION CRY. 

“The cry of overproduction and large surplus 
from last year’s crop has gone up from cer- 
tain sources as the main cause of the unnat- 
urally low prices, and in discussing this charge 
this committee would ask you to take up with 
it the history of this industry. 


‘Since the civil war we have seen the men 
engaged in this industry leave the State of 
North Carolina, go into South Carolina, on 
over into Georgia, down to Florida, and thence 
into Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas, in quest of the long-leaf pine, until 
to-day capital is reaching out even into Mexico 


to assist in taking care of the world’s demand 


for this product. 

‘‘During that period we have seen America 
and the whole consuming world grow in popu- 
lation and develop in material and property 
Wealth as was never witnessed before. 

“As far back as 1900 the consuming world 
rapidly made way with a crop estimated at 
639,000 barrels of spirits of turpentine, and 
notwithstanding the great increase in the out- 
put of all articles in which turpentine and 
rosin are used, we are told that from last 
year’s crop of approximately 660,000 barrels, 
some 89,000 barrels less than that of eight 
years ago, there was a surplus of from 44,000 
to 64,000 barrels. 

NOT FOR SALE AT RULING PRICES. 

“Of that surplus this committee has been 
informed that there was in sight at Savannah 
about 19,000 barrels, at Jacksonville and Fer- 
nandina about 15,000 barrels, and at Tampa 
about 10,000 barrels, making in all a total of 
44,000 barrels; but of that amount there were 
some $1,000 barrels which were not for sale at 
the then ruling prices. 

“This committee is turther informed that at 
the close of last season, in spite of the claim 
or a surplus, the great consumers of Europe 
were forced to borrow from one another some 
quantities of spirits and rosin to take care of 
their daily demands until a new crop should 
become available. This committee has been 
assured that at least some of the consumers 
were even offered bonuses to put forward their 
deliveries until the seller could get hold of the 
new crop to fill contracts of the old year. 

“God in His wisdom saw fit to send an un- 
precedentedly early season, by reason of which 
the manipulater was enabled to fill those con- 
tracts. Will any fair man claim that this is an 
evidence of a natural market? or will he join 
this committee in its conclusion that it is 
proof positive of a manipulated market? 


PRICES FIXED BY MANIPULATORS. 


“If you will go with me over the course of 
the spirits of turpentine market at Savannah 
for the past nine years, you will clearly see 
that on the average prices are highest at that 
season of the year when the crop is out of 
the hands of the operators, and it is at that 
season of the year that contracts have been 
made with the consumers for future deliv-

The same rela- 
tive condition is reported from the West 
as to the general movement, though oil 
was actually declining when the buy- 
ing movement set in. Jobbing business 
in the local market was quite brisk and 
lent a cheery tone to the general sit- 
uation. Card prices have not been al- 
tered from the basis of 42 cents for 
State and Western oil in 5-barrel lots 
and 43 cents for like quantities of city 
brands. It is pretty well understood, 
however, that these prices have been 
shaded as usual.

The cotton oil market has been ex- 


posed to a great deal of pressure dur- 
ing the interval, which has influenced 
periods of heaviness and rather general 
recessions. The weakness has been 
manifested mostly in the nearby posi- 
tions, and it was rumored that some 
of the largest operators were hammer- 
ing the fall and early winter deliveries 
in the hope of covering the distant 
futures. Activity has been largely cen- 
tered in the options from January for- 
ward, while the nearby positions have 
been apparently weak and exceedingly 
inactive. At the moment the situation 
seems to offer little incentive on which 
to base an upward movement. Ac- 
cumulations of crude in the South and 
the continued hammering of refined in 
the local market has finally broken the 
price of crude, and sales have been 
more frequent from 3.75c. up to 3.85c. 
or from 28%c. up to 28%c. The dis- 
position of the mills is to only sell 
sparingly, but when crude oil begins 
to accumulate at various points the 
only alternative left for the crushers 
is to let go. The local consuming de- 
mand, aside from the compound 
makers, is only active in a hand-to- 
mouth way, and even the aggregate 
of these small sales is not over en- 
couraging. The approach of the Presi- 
tential election has added to the con- 
servative policy of consumers in gen- 
eral, and the market at the moment 
appears to be governed almost entirely 
by the speculative element. Europe 
has only shown moderate interest, and 
purchases have been of no particular 
importance. The foreign movement 
from this port for the week ending Oc- 
tober 17 aggregates 4,503 barrels, and 
from other ports 2,324 barrels, making 
a total of 6,827 barrels. Exports from 
October 1 from all ports amount to 
21,886 barrels, against 6,976 barrels for 
the corresponding period in 1907.

Cocoanut Oils, Ete. 

The tone of the primary markets was 
a shade easier at the week end for both 
Ceylon and Cochin cocoanut olls, espe- 
cially for the former, which recorded a 
slight decline for Noyvember-December 
shipments. Corn oil remained firm and 
olive oil found a slow market, owing 
to scarcity and existing high prices for 
the available material. Palm oil dis- 
played a steady undertone at the final 
quotations, and rapeseed offer2i 
nothing for additional comment. Lard 
oil continued rather irregular and other 
animal and fish oils were figuratively 
unaltered and subject to seasonably 
light demand. 

CEYLON OIL.—Midweek the merket 
for Ceylon cocoanut oil weakened at 
primary shipping points, falling o'f a 
fraction to 6%c. for shipment over this 
year and early 1909. A few tons were 
also disposed of on the spot at 6%c., 
but with the sale of this lot the markct 
generally was understood to be firm 
at 6.50c. The arrivals for contract de- 
livery were of liberal proportions, and 
excess offerings were brought in at 
the same time, but importers were re- 
ported to be iirm holders, nevertheless. 
In entirety the situation appeared to 
be a little unsettled, which was it- 
tributed in some quarters to specula- 
tive influences, 

COCHIN OIL.—Buyers of Cochin 
have not operated upon a very excen- 
sive scale during the past week. The 
immediate prospects are not regarded 
as particularly encouraging, either, as 
consumers of this oil still show a ten- 
dency to defer heavy shipments, and 
specify only as their day to day re- 
auirements. dictate. The undertone 
seemed hardly as strong at the close 
as during the earlier part of the week, 
though sellers were inclined to concede 
no lower than 7%c. on the spot for

made it more profitable for consumers 
of olive oil products to bring in the 
manufactured articles. This is espe- 
cially emphasized in the instance of 
yellow prime, from which white castile 
soap is made. Foots are also com- 
ing to hand in exceedingly small quan- 
tities, the market early in the week 
having been unsuccessfully canvassed 
by buyers, though light offerings from 
the Carpathia shipment were obtain- 
able toward the close at 7%@7'%c. for 
prime green, the latter figure ruling 
for extra quality. Except nominal quo- 
tations of $1.15@1.25 for prime olive 
oil no figures were submitted by the 
local selling contingent. 

PALM OIL.—Since our preceding re- 
view the situation has developed no 
marked characteristics. Soapmakers 
were still active to a moderate degree, 
but for the most part were inclined to 
defer orders for other than immediate 
or nearby requirements. Shipments 
were offered from Liverpool on a 
parity of 6c. for Lagos laid down at 
New York. Red remained a 54%@5%c. 
market on the spot. 


RAPESEED OIL.—Distribution of 
material on outstanding contracts 


most largely constitutes the movement 
of rapeseed oil in the domestic mar- 
ket. Imports continued light during the 
week, the total receipts not exceeding 
three hundred casks. For such outside 
business as was closed the former 
prices ruled, the various kinds quoting 
as follows:—75@77c. for burning, 78@ 
80c. for brown and 75@77c. for refined.

COD OIL.—Business was held up to 
a considerable extent and a waiting 
market prevailed. The bulk of orders

Cutch is Duty Free, 


DECISION AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT 
IN AN IMPORTANT CASE. 


In the general appraiser's office last 
Thursday a very important decision was 
handed down by Mr. McClelland, the 
general appraiser. For months importers 
from Boston and in this city, ag well as 
counsel for the government, had sub- 
mitied testimony and argument before 
the board for and against the contention 
that cutch was subject to duty under the 
present tariff. The customs officers held 
that the cutch entitled to free entry un- 
der the Dingley tariff was a product of 
the Acacia catechu tree. The general 
appraiser’s decision is very interesting, 
and is notable for showing how valueless 
the testimony of scientific experts may 
be. In this case these opinions were so 
at variance with each other that Mr. Mc- 
Clelland was compelled practically to dis- 
regard them and to rely upon the judg- 
ment of those engaged in the business of 
handling this and similar materials, and 
even among these men the evidence was 
io some extent contradictory, but the 
general appraiser readily found that the 
weight of testimony was decidedly in 
favor of the importers. 

The following extract from his decision 
is a summary of his conclusion:— 

The government witnesses were, of course, 
equally decided in their opinions that the ar- 
ticle was not known as cutch at the time of 
the passage of the tariff act, and would not 
now be recognized in the trade with which 
they are familiar as cutch. It was, however, 
shown on behalf of the protestants, and not 
controverted by the government, that B. 8S. L. 


and other brands of cutch had been used by 
tanners, although not extensively, long before 
July 14, 1897. 


We are satisfied and find as a fact upon the 
evidence that the protestants have established 
by a preponderance of competent testimony that 
the article under consideration is cutch, and is 
so known in trade and commerce. We there- 
fore hold it to be entitled to free entry as 
claimed. The protests are sustained and the 
decision of the collector reversed in each case. 

As a great many protests are involved 
in this decision it is thought that the 
government will take an appeal and call 
upon the Federal courts for final adjudi- 
cation.

Production of Denatured Alcohol 


in September Last. 
OFFICIAL FIGURES SHOW A 
APPROXIMATELY 10,000

GAIN OF 
GALLONS 


OVER CORRESPONDING MONTH IN 
1907—INCREASE CONFINED TO 


SPECIALLY DENATURED 
SPIRITS. 
Washington, Oct. 23, 1908. 
The official figures of the production of 
denatured alcohol in September as com- 
piled by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, show a gain of approximately 
10,000 gallons over the output of the cor- 


responding month of 1907. In only two 
months since the free alcohol law took 
effect has the production been greater 


and indications all point to a steady in- 
crease in the future. 

The production of industrial spirits in 
September, 1908, amounted to 310,779.42 gal- 


lors, as compared with 300,860.89 for the 
corresponding month of 1907, a gain of 
9,918.53 gallons. As compared with Au- 


gust, 1908, these figures show a decline of 
about 29,000 gallons, but August was the 


largest month since the law went into 
force with the exception of January, 1907, 
when large stocks were accumulated, and 
it was anticipated that September and 


perhaps October would show a small de- 
crease in output. It is interesting to 
note that as compared with September, 
1907, the gain in 198 was confined to 
specially denatured alcohol, the produc- 
tion of which rose from 135,391.03 gallons 


to 175,278.80 gallons, or an increase of 
39,887.77 gallons, while the production of 
completely denatured spirits declined 


from 165,469.86 gallons to 135,500.62 gallons, 
or a loss of 29,969.24 gallons. This some- 
what peculiar movement is due not only 
to the fact that as yet utilities for the 
use of denatured alcohol for the produc- 
tion of heat, light and powers are not 
available in quantity, but also to the 
course followed by many manufacturers 
who originally undertook to employ com- 
pletely denatured spirits but found them 
less desirable than alcohol denatured by 
special formula. The Internal Revenue 
3ureau has adopted a wise policy in this 


connection of facilitating the adoption 
and use of special formulas instead of 
insisting upon the employment of com- 


pletely denatured spirits.

During the past three months an im- 


portant change has been taking place in 
the location of the principal producing 
centers. For many months the Fifth [I- 


linois district led the country in output 
and up to May 1, 1908, no denatured al- 
cohol had been produced in Louisiana. 


In August, however, the First Louisiana 
district reported more alcohol than was 
produced in all the other districts com- 
bined and this leadership was maintained 
in September, when 91,901.67 gallons of 
completely denatured and 67,799.69 gallons 
of specially denatured spirits were pro- 
duced, making a total of 159,701.36 gallons, 
or more than 51 per cent. of the output of 
the entire country. This alcohol is made 
from molasses and js said to be produced

at a lower cost than that of any other 
denatured spirits made in the country. 
There was a decline in September in 
the production of denatured spirits in the 
Third Massachusetts district, which in 
September ranked third in production. 
This decline was due to the cessation of 
the manufacture of completely denatured 


spirits, but it is not believed that their 
manufacture has been abandoned. The 
specially denatured spirits made in this 


district are what is known as rum al- 
cohol, testing approximately 150 degrees 
and their consumption depends upon the 
output of a limited number of manufac- 
turing plants which are able to use this 
particular kind of industrial spirits.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, Oct. 21, 1908. 


The rather free absorption of the offer- 
ings of flaxseed this week has been the 


feature of the trade, together with a 
strengthening of the market the latter 
half of the week, targely due to the re- 
ports from the Argentine to the effect 
that the growing crop there had been 
more ur less damaged by frosts. The 
sharp upturn in prices which came dur- 


ing that time forced the shorts to cover, 
and their rush also aided in the enhance- 
ment of values, so that prices finished the 
week strong and at a higher level than 
they did a week ago. 

Just how severe the damage by frost in 


the South American country was is a 
matter of conjecture. It may be very 
severe and it may eventually prove to be 
little more than a scare created by the 
professional crop destroyers with an 
ulterior motive. It seems that the dam- 
age which is alleged to have been done 
to the growing flax was of a nature to 
cause apprehension, while at the same 


time the wheat growing in the same dis- 
trict escaped with practically no injury. 
Unless the wheat was much nearer ma- 
turity than the flax it is difficult to un- 
derstand how the frost could hurt the lat- 
ter without at the same time causing 
damage to wheat. Another feature which 
would seem to give some basis for the be- 
lief that the report was a scare rather 
than a thing founded in any large degree 
on actual conditions was the indifference 
with which the European markets ac- 
cepted the rumors. Prices were more 
quickly affected here than they were 
abroad, which seems strange in view of 
the fact that the American market can 
be affected only indirectly by what occurs 
in the Argentine, while the European 
markets are directly interested, since the 
Southern country is the one from which 
they draw the great bulk of their seed. 
However, it seems to be a settled fact 
that any great falling off in the probable 
production of seed in Argentine will be 
eventually reflected in the domestic mar- 
ket through the demand here from the 
foreign buyer who, finding his usual 
source of supply decreased, will turn to 
this country; and, naturally, in the event 
of such a thing happening, domestic 
prices for seed would advance, 

It may well be doubted if there will be 
much, if any, surplus of seed in this 
country during the present crop year. It 
is certain that the crop is not going to be 
very heavy, but it is not so certain how 


much the domestic crushers will require 
for their needs. While receipts of seed 
thus far this year stand in excess of 


those for the same period last year, this 
does not indicate such an increase over 
the total production of last year as the 
difference in the figures up to date would 
lead some to assume. The season this 
year is earlier than it was last year. The 
remarkably fine weather was of the 
‘made-to-order’ kind, and enabled the 
farmer to harvest and market his seed 
before the ordinary time. It wag esti- 
mateu this week by some of the experts 
that the percentage of the crop already 
marketed in the Northwest was 28% per 
cent., made up of 25 per cent. for South 
Dakota and 30 per cent. for Minnesota 
and North Dakota, and under this con- 
ception of the size of the crop it can 
be seen that the crushers will have dif- 
ficulty in securing all the seed they want 
if the demand for their products should 
prove to be unusually heavy. 

Reports from the Canadian Northwest 
seem to show that the amount of seed 
raised there has been pretty definitely de- 


cided upon. The latest figures puts it at 
1,500,000. As there is comparatively little 
outlet for the seed in the Dominion, it is 
not likely that the bulk of the crop will 
find its way to the other side. This will 
give a little brea hing time for the Amer- 
ican crusher, in which he can buy if he 


should fear that export demand will cre- 
ate a competition here. Crushers general- 
ly have been good buyers up to date, even 
though the demand for products has not 
been active.

It is reported that sales of the oil for 
delivery running as far ahead as next 
May have been made at 36c., and there 
is no doubt that sales have been made 


at 364%c. Some of the crushers are still 
holding their price at 37c., but most of 





them seem to have bowed to the_ in- 
evitable, and to have admitted that there 
was little chance of doing business at 
the old price. At the same time, how- 
ever, that the crushers were reducing the 
price of oil conditions were working in 
the seed market for an advance, and if 
the present firm tone in the latter trade 


holds out, there seems to be a reasonable 
prospect that there will have to be an- 
other readjustment in the price of oil. 
Crushers are not hampered now, as they 
were earlier in the season by inability to 


secure seed, and every mill is going full 
time, or with only occasional interrup- 
tions. 

LINSEED CAKE.—Though there is no 


price change in cake, the market refuses 
to enliven to any great extent. The re- 
cent spurt in the demand, which took the 
price a little higher, seems to have been 
of an ephemeral character, and just now 
the foreign buyers are taking very little 
eake. This does not bother the domestic 
erushers to any great degree. Most of 
them give out the report that they are 
comfortably sold ahead for the balance 
of the year, and that they are not much 
interested in whether the foreign buyers 
need much more cake between the pres- 
ent and the close of the year, or not, as 
they feel confident- that the demand for 
domestic cake will take all the balance 
of the product. Locally cake is quoted at 
$28 per ton, Chicago basis, and meal at 
about $2 more.

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Italian Law for Prevention of 
Adulteration of Olive Oil. 


The scarcity of olive oil in this country 
and in the primary markets at this time 
has seldom been more pronounced, and in 
view of the circumstances, it will be in- 
teresting to note the law to prevent adul 


teration passed by the Italian parliament, 





and which went into foree last April It 
contains the following provisions 

Article 1 It is prohibited to place n the 
market under the name live oi any 
product which differs enti partly from 
oil called by that name 

Art 2.—Whoever manufactures, ships, 
keeps in stock, sells, or puts on sale edible 
oils in merchantable quantities different 
from olive oil or resulting from the mix 
ture of olive oil with seed oil or with that 
derived from other oleaginous substances is 
required :— 

(a) To report it to the Mayor of the muni- 
cipality within a month from the publica- 
tion of this law on the opening of the fac- 
tory, warehouse or busine 

(b) To indicate by ispicuous characters 
displayed outside the place of manufacture, 
warehouse, or sale, as as on the re 
ceptacies, the character the oil, and 
whether it is genuine olive oil or mixed 
with seed oil 

In the absence of such indication, whenever 
mixed oils or those derived from leaginous 
substances or seeds may be found on prem 
ises containing alimentary substances, or in 
cellars or adjoining warehouses, the presump 
tion will be that the oil was intended for 
human consumption 

Art. 3 Manufacturers of and dealers i 
edible oils are obliged to furnish, in return 
for payment, samples of their wares upon re

The feature of West 
Virginia results was the strike of a 
well of the gusher class in Lincoln 
county, lending new impetus to the 
zeal of operations within its borders.

ord for the week. Brooke county is 
attracting scarcely any attention, as' 
the producing limits have been fully’ 


defined. The older wells of the Follans- 
bee and Holliday’s Cove pool are sus- 
taining a fairly steady output. The 
Mingo pool of Jefferson county, South- 
eastern Ohio, has been the scene of 
several noteworthy producers, but they 
have not been able to counterbalance 
the decline in former completions, and 
the output of the pool is considerably 


less than was. previously recorded. ; 
Other wells of exceptional capacity ' 
completed in the same section were! 
reported in the Alliance pool of Co-| 


lumbiana county, and the Clinton lime 
formation of Fairfield county. Penn-j 
sylvania furnished a well out of the or- | 
dinary in Alleghany county, the initial } 
production of which was placed at 
seven barrels per hour. Advices from 
the Lima field of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana show a decrease of nearly 
200 barrels in the new daily production 
of the former section, where fewer 
wells were drilled, and a slight gain 
in production in the Indiana end, al-} 
though the completions were not quite 
up to the former total. Returns from 
the Illinois fields for the week suffer 
by comparison with those of the former 
period, particularly as to new produc- 
tion, the daily average for the week 
under review being 2,647 barrels from 
37 successful wells, while that previ- 
ously reported showed 3,495 barrels 
from the same number of wells yield- 


ing oil. In addition to the shortage of 
water, operators in Illinois are handi- 
capped by the inability of the pipe 
line companies to supply an adequate 
outlet for crude supplies. Development 
work has been hastened in the Ken- 


tucky fields by the participation of new 
operators, and with more favorable 
conditions prevailing, every advantage 


will be taken to complete as much 
work as possible before winter. <As 
yet, the principal interest centers in 
the Wayne county division in lower 


Kentucky, but the chances are believed 
to be encouraging for an expansion of 
operations in the upper section. Wayne 


county contributed a couple of fifty- 
barrel producers to the week’s results. 
Advices from the mid-continent field 


indicate growing interest in the north- 
ern extension of the Glenn pool, an 
occasional well of 200 barrels’ capacity 
being brought in. The Delaware pool 


continues to furnish good producers, 
and work is being prosecuted with 
considerable vigor within. the defined 
urea.

lons, the total of the previous week.

Domestic requirements 
have comprised well-sustained propor- 
tions, with a tendency toward expan- 
sion, as an incident to the short days. 
Quotations have not departed from the 
schedule lately prevalent, and there 
apparently nothing in the general 
situation to raise any question to 
the continued stability of the market.

Saturday Noon, Oct. 24, 1908. 


Summarizing the expressions of deal- 
ers on the extent of trading during the 
week, we find a conclusion of rather 
favorable significance. The volume of 
sales would seem to suggest a general 
broadening of requirements. The char- 
acter of operations has not been ma- 
terially varied, being still measured by 
the necessities for current and early 
consumption. There has been little to 
indicate an awakening of speculative 
interest, but many members of the 
trade are hopeful that more of this 
element will be induced as soon as the 
effect of the political campaign has been 
spent. October has so far established 
a creditable record in the aggregate of 
business, and if the average of the first 
three weeks is maintained the month 
promises to pass as the banner period 
of the year. The market has presented 
some price developments of more than 
the usual interest during the week. The 
further decline in opium is due to the 
old conditions and the lower figures are 
of no more than nominal effect. A 
steady movement has been consum- 
mated in quinine, the influence of which 
is reflected chiefly in a firmer tendency 
to second hand values. The effect of 
keen competition is associated with the 
easing of Haarlem oil, thymol and 
strychnine. Continued dullness may be 
ascribed to the declines in carnauba 
wax and cascara sagrada. The prin- 
cipal item of interest on the advanced 
side is the enhancement of cocaine, re- 
flecting more the strength of the for- 
eign position of crude. The advanee 
in denatured alcohol was regarded as 
being more proportionate to the high 
level of the U. S. P. varieties of alcohol.

The market has remained under the 
same depressing influences, and values 
have yielded further, with the ap- 
parent result of holding important in- 
quiries further in abeyance. What 
was regarded as a possible speculative 
factor in the threatened imbroglio over 
the Turkish-Bulgarian question is 
practically dispelled. Cable advices 
received during the week have offered 
little prospect for a bettering of gen- 
eral conditions in the near future. A 
quotation of $4.30 for cases was con- 
firmed at the close, but it was not free- 
ly named. For broken lots $4.35@4.40 
prevailed, while powdered was listed 
at $5.35@5.40. These figures were re- 
garded as of little more than nominal 
significance. Our correspondents in the 
primary markets cabled as follows:—

There have been sales of 15 cases at un- 

changed prices. Arrivals to date, 1,861 cases. 
Constantinople, Oct. 24, 1908. 
Sales have been made of 4 cases of druggists’

The market is quiet. 


Mail correspondence follows:— 


Smyrna, Sept. 30, 1908, 
The sales during September amounted to 59 
“ases at 12s. 6d.@l4s. 2d., as to quality, and 
2 cases superior Yerli at 16s. The tendency of 
the market is weak, and a decline in prices 
next month is foreseen. During the latter 
part of this month copious rains have fallen 
all over the interior indicating that the fall 
sowings will be carried out under favorable 
eonditions. According to the latest estimates 
from the various producing centers, I reckon 
that this year’s crop will reach the figure of 
4,500 cases, including 800 from Salonica. The 
arrivals to date amount to 1,788 cases, against 
1,211 at same date last year, and in Constan- 
tinople 1,385 against 297. Our stock is about 
2,677 cases, against 1,954 at same period last 
year, and in Constantinople 498, against 192. 








Quinine. 


The prevailing conditions have con- 
tinued of rather favorable portent and 
the demand, on the whole, has em- 
braced proportions that have been re- 
garded of more seasonable extent. 
Makers, as usual, have been able to 
command nearly all of the new busi- 
ness, the movement in the outside mar- 
ket being limited by moderate holdings. 
The only item of interest from foreign 
quarters during the week was the an- 
nouncement of the monthly Amsterdam 
quinine sale next Friday, with 50,000 
ounces as the offering. The Amster- 
dam bark auction is scheduled for No- 
vember 5, interest in this event being 
stimulated by the improved conditions 
now in effect. Our London correspond- 
ent cabled a firmer outside market at 
the close at 7%d.,for spot and 7%d. for 
November. Makers’ quotations on spot 
have continued as the basis of 15c. for 
bulk and l4c. for Java, and l5ec. for 
Amsterdam and German were named 
in the outside market. 





Miscellaneous. 

ACETONE.—The production has late- 
ly shown increasing proportions, but 
comparatively little is as yet availabie 
for new business, the bulk of the out- 
put being required on contract en- 
gagements. Quotations remain at 12 
@lsc. 

ACID, CARBOLIC.—Reports of fur- 
ther price shading have not been traced 
to any authoritative source, 10@Ilc. 
for drums and 16@lic. for bottles rep- 
resenting the prevailing views of deal- 
ers, 

ALCOHOL. — Quotations for dena- 
tured were enhanced 3c. on Wednesday, 
establishing the basis at 46c. for 5-bar- 
rel lots to 51c. for smaller parcels. The 
move was attributed chiefly to the in- 
fluence of the relatively high level of 
the U. S. P. varieties, but the broaden- 
ing scope of the demand for denatured 
was a contributing factor. 

BALM OF GILEAD BUDS. — The 
consuming demand has been of steady 
seasonable proportions at unchanged 
values, 26@28c., as to quality and seller. 

BAY RUM.—A new development in 
the controversy over the Porto Rican 
product was presented during the week 
in the procedure whereby a _ vessel 
bringing 107 barrels to a local house 
was libeled upon her arrival in Brook- 
lyn. The action was resorted to with 
the hopes of forcing the issue as to 
whether the product was entitled to 
free entry, as construed by the United 
States Circuit Court, or whether it 
Was subject to the $1.10 revenue tax 
as declared by the dictum of the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington. The 
effect of this new phase on the subject 
was not indicated in any change in 
values, $1.35@1.50 being still current. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—The continued 
backwardness of the consuming de- 
mand has been reflected in a gradual 
easing of values, with the exception 
of those for the North Couniry variety, 
of which supplies are of a less dis- 
turbing extent. Revised quotations 
for other grades are:—Flor., 34@36c.; 


No. 1, 28@29c.; No. 2, 24@26c.; No. 3, 
1914@20c. 


COCAINE.—Makers announced an 
advance of lic. at the close, a develop- 
ment that was generally attributed to 
the influence of a strong market for 
crude abroad. Spot quotations were 
declared to have been below the for- 
eign parity for a considerable time. 
The prevailing basis for bulk is $2.30 
@2.40, 

COCOA BUTTER.—A late develop- 
ment in the foreign market induced an 
easier basis for bulk at 29%@30c. for 
spot or nearby arrival, but subsequent 
advices portrayed a firmer tendency 
without influencing an actual change in 
values. 

CODLIVER OIL.—More seasonable 
weather conditions have prompted a 
keener manifestation of buying inter- 
est, and fairly steady sales have been 
effected on spot within the range of 
$18@25, as to brand and quantity. The 
shipment market has displayed a firm- 
er course, one of the leading brands 
being cabled at about $1 advance to 
$14@14.50 f. o. b. The total exports 
from Norway from January 1 to Sep- 
tember 16, 1908, amounted to 33,469 bar- 
rels of refined oil, equal to about 43,000 
hectoliters of crude oil, which is more 
than two-thirds of the entire 1908 pro- 
duction, 59,000 hectoliters. 

EPSOM SALTS.—The domestie prod- 
uct remains practically out of the mar- 
ket, contract requirements absorbing 
whatever makers can supply.

The spot movement in Mexi- 
ean cuts has been broadened by the 
more attractive level of prices, but the 
market is supplied to an extent that a 
freer outlet is still to be desired, the 
first of the new cuts being available 
by December. The same range of 
quotations applies to all varieties on 
spot. 

Angostura tonka beans have reacted 
to the basis of $1.50@1.75, as to quan- 
tity and seller, the shortage having 
been relieved slightly 

Berries, 

The stronger position of cubebs, noted 
previously, has been well maintained 
during the interval, and it is declared 
that the values now current are not 
fully representative of the status of the 
foreign markets. While all grades are 


reported in limited supply abroad, dis- 
tilling berries are particularly at a 
premium. 


Further assurances of a material 
shortage in the current vield of juniper 
berries, with the available new sup- 
plies of inferior quality, have been 
received, and under this influence, the 
market has displayed a rallying ten- 
dency. The offerings at 2%c. were 
taken early in the week, and sales of 
ton lots were later effected at 3c. Some 
of the spot holders now maintain 3% 
@3%ec. The cost to import new goods 








is placed at approximately 3c., and 
when shipped at this time, a loss of five 
to seven per cent. in weight is en- 
tailed. 

Sloe berries remain out of the mar- 
ket, but this condition will be relieved 
by arrivals within the next few days. 
For goods in this position sales have 
been made at l4c. and subsequent ar- 
rival stock has been treated at the 
basis of 12c. 

Flowers. 

This department has developed little 
of noteworthy interest within the inter- 
val and price change ire not of par- 
ticular significance. A fair grade of 
new Hungarian chamomiles is offered 
at 25e., but for some of the choicer 
qualities the range extends to 35c. The 
Roman variety continues dull and more 
or less nominal at 15@16e, 

While $7 may be repeated as avail- 
able for Valencia saffron, doubt has 
been expressed at the quality of the 
cheaper offerings. The more pre vailing 
range was found to be $7.25@7.50 and 
some grades of especially desirable 
quality were held to $8. The demand 
for American saffron is practically nil 
and an arrival of 45 bales from the 
producing district, the first in several 
months, failed to stimulate any interest 
on the part of local dealers, There has 
been no departure from the basis of 
Na@21c. on spot. 

For th qualities of elder flowers 
elassed as bright, IS@22Z is asked, the 
cheaper goods not being regarded as 
prime. 

Essential Oils. 
The developments of the week in the 








articles of this classification have been 
of slight significance, and no _ price 
changes of consequence are to be re- 
corded. Fairly good arrivals of Mes- 
sina essences were noted, one vessel 
bringing an aggregate of 839 packages, 
the bulk of which was said to be lemon 
and orange, which was wanted on con- 
tract engagements. Quotations received 
so far for new crop shipment late in 
the year have indicated fairly steady 
views on lemon and orange, the import 
cost of either showing comparatively 
little margin from the lower quotations 
now in effect on spot. The primary 
figures on bergamot were, however, of 
more bearish portent, and the spot sit- 
uation on this variety reflects a similar 
tendency.

Production of Graphite in 1907. 
GEOLOGICAL REPORT SHOWS INCREASE 
IN THE AMORPHOUS AND DECREASE 
IN FLAKE VARIETY. 

Washington, Oct. 23, 1908. 
The forthcoming annual report of the 
United States Geological Survey on the 
production of graphite in 1907, while show- 
ing a considerable increase in the variety 
known as amorphous graphite, which is 
largely used in the manufacture of paints, 
lubricants, fertilizers, ete., records a ma- 
terial decline in the output of flake 
graphite, due chiefly to the displacement 
of this product by artificial graphite. Fol- 

lowing is an abstract of this report:—

The production of graphite in 1907 included 
4,947,800 pounds of the flake variety valued at 
3171,149 and 26,803 short tons of the amorphous 
varieiy valued at $125,821. The output of 1906 
included 5,887,982 pounds of flake graphite and 
16,853 pounds of amorphous graphite. Al- 
though most of the graphite producers of the 
United States reported a better demand for re- 
fined graphite during 1907 than in 1906, the 
output of flake graphite in the United States 
showed a considerable decrease, and the value 
of the total production was the smallest since 
1908. +raphite was produced by seventeen 
companies in nine States and one Territory:— 
Alabama, Alasaka, Colorado, Georgia, Michi- 
gan, Nevada, New Jersey, New York, Penn- 
eylvania and Wisconsin. All is classed as 
amorphous, except that of New Jersey, New 
York and Pennsylvania, which is termed flake 
graphite. The distinction is, however, to some 
extent due more to the conveniences of trade 
than to actual physical characteristics. 
the amorphous graphite is the 
more impure and is used for purposes where 
purity is not a_ prime requisite. Thue a 
graphite schist mined in Georgia is ground and 
put into phosphates used for fertilizer, as a 
black color is demanded by consumers under

prepared and are unfit for the better uses, such | 


as in lubricants, crucibles and electrical work. 

During the year a small eutput was made by 
one company in Alaska. Considerable deposits 
exist 40 miles northwest of Nome, which ap- 
pear to be much purer than most, if not all, of 
those worked in the United States. These 
deposits are not far from comparatively cheap 
transportation. 

In New Jersey a graphite mine was started 
at High Bridge in a graphite-bearing gneiss. 
A tunnel was driven along the strike for a 
distance of 400 feet. About 8% carloads “ 
graphite, divided into four grades, were mine 
and shipped. 

American capital is invested in both Mexican 
and Canadian graphite mines, and large —- 
tities of a very black, soft, amorphous graph 
of high grade are imported from Mexico. 

The imports of graphite of all kinds in 1907 
amounted to 22,939 short tons, valued at $1,- 
777,389, as compared with 25,487 short tons, 
valued at $1,654,212 in 1906. The high value 
per ton of the imported product indicates that 
it was chiefly of the flake or crystalline va 


riety. 
The production of artificial graphite, which 
was first put on the market in 1897, has in-

creased in wonderful measure. é 
1907 was greater than the total output of flake | der Act of Congress, in special patented 


graphite in the United States and was of 
greater value than the combined production of 
flake and amorphous graphite. The total quan- 
tity of the artificial product in 1907 was 6, 
590,000 pounds, valued at $481,239, as com 
pared with 5,074,757 pounds, valued at $337,204, 
in 1906, an increase of 29 per cent. in quantity 
and of 42 per cent. in value. The production 
of artificial graphite has nearly trebled in the 
last five years, but notwithstanding this fact 
the price per pound has easily been maintained 
and in 1907 was 7.30 cents, the highest figure 
reached in the past six years. 

The world’s production of graphite is valued 
at about $4,300,000, of which about $3,400,000 
is credited to Ceylon. The volume of the 
world’s output is about 128,000 short tons, of 
which Ceylon produces only about 40,000 tons, 
but owing to its superior quality the value of 
thie output is approximately 80) per cent. of 
the value of the world’s production. Austria 
is credited with the largest output in point of 
volume, amounting to about 42,000 tons, but 
owing to its low grade its value is only about 
$293,000.

Saturday Noon, Oct. 24, 1908. 

While there was a slight quickening 
of trade in some departments, the bet- 
terment was not universal. It seems 
to be generally recognized on all sides 
that consuming industries are inclined 
to hold orders in abeyance, and for 
this reason no developments of inter- 
est came to light during the interval. 
Among the individual items, gambier 
again commanded most attention. All 
positions from spot to distant futures 
advanced. Shipments from primary 
markets were unusually heavy during 
the first half of October, but this did 
not appear to detract from the strong 
position of sellers. A shrinkage in 
the demand for sumac was held re- 
sponsible for the weakening of ship- 
ment markets, but scarcity of material 
on the spot supported New York 
prices. Additional receipts of both 
albumen and turmeric were noted and 
the market for starch and dex- 
trine were quotably unaltered and the 
movement along routine lines. The tin 
by-products recorded no change, and 
other items contributed nothing of sup- 
plementary news interest. 

ALBUMEN.—While there has been 
continued buying of small lots of egg 
albumen, the situation so far as addi- 
tional new business was concerned 
proved extremely dull. Arrivals from 
China were received during the week; 
the steamer Schuylkill shipment 
amounting to 110 cases coming to hand 
for local account. The former quota- 
tions of 53@70c., depending on kind and 
amount, covered most of the transac- 
tions put through, though considerable 
irregularity was apparent and values 
for immediate delivery were said 
to be slightly easier in consequence. 
Blood albumen experienced another 
quiet period, but owing to limited sup- 
plies was quoted at the previous rates 
of 22@24c. 


ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Con- 
sumers of aniline oil and salt speci- 
fied regularly against outstanding 


contracts, but little new business was 
booked. Prices ruled at the formet 
levels of 10@10.10c, for salt and 11%@ 
l2e. for oil. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—The present 
trend of affairs in this market suggests 
no immediate return to active buying, 
though gradual betterment is antici- 
pated with the advance of the season. 
Values continued at the price levels 
last quoted, the various grades quoting 
as follows:—144 @14\c. for 75 per cent., 
124%@18c. for 65 per cent., and 114%@ 
12c. for 47 per cent. 

BICHROMATES.—With a prospective 
price change as a retarding influence, 
a comparaticely light business was 
booked during the interval. Outside 
regular deliveries on outstanding 
contracts, orders were invariably for 
current consumption, sales being con- 
cluded upon the former quotable basis 
of 8%@9%c. for bichromate of potash 
and 7%@7%c. for bichromate of soda. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN—The move- 
ment in bichloride continues of a le- 
thargic nature, and nothing has oc- 
curred to occasion particular comment. 
The prevalent prices are those estab- 
lished the first of the month at 9%c. 
for 50 degrees and 11.10c. for 55 degrees. 

COCHINEAL.—New orders for cochi- 
neal continued light and not very nu- 
merous, though selling offers were 
were somewhat heavier, owing to ad- 
ditional import receipts. Values were 
steadily maintained at the previous list 
levels, the various descriptions quot- 
ing as follows:—39@40c. for Teneriffe 
silver, 37@38c. for rosy black, and 36@ 
3ic. for gray black. 

CUTCH.—The market continues quiet 
and devoid of new feature, few con- 
sumers showing an inclination to cover 
beyond their immediate or nearby re- 
quirements. Values remain nominally 
unchanged as follows:—44%@4%c. for 
mat; 4%@5c. for boxes, and 7%@9c. 
for slabs. The shipments from Ran- 
goon from January 1 to October 5 to 
all parts were 4,500 tons, against 5,200 
tons in 1907, and 3,500 tons in 1906. 

DEXTRINE.—The disposition to hold 
specifications as near to current re- 
quirements as possible is still a pro- 


nounced feature in this market, es- 
pecially so since the easier tendency 
became manifest in the corn market, 


though the by-product as yet reflects 
no change through quotations. Potato 
dextrine is upheld by virtue of the con- 
tinued strength of raw products, and 
trade in accordance is confined to or- 
ders for consumers’ present needs. For 
corn dextrine, distributers are asking 
$3.44 per hundred pounds in bags, and 
$3.60 per hundred pounds in barrels. 
British gum quotes at $3.69 per hun- 
dred pounds in bags, and $3.85 per hun- 


dred pounds in barrels. Imported po- 
tato is named on the former basis of 
f@ic. per pound, and domestic at 5@ 


6c. per pound. 

GAMBIER.—Further enhancement of 
both spot and shipment values was 
noted last week. In addition to the 
regular demand from leather tanning 
interests, silk dyers whose stocks have 
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been permitted to dwindle steadily, 
have finally come into the market in 
greater forcé, thus intensifying the sit- 
uation and contributing to a general 
advance. The distant positions were 
offering in no instance under 4.35c., arid 
there were reported to be reluctant 
shippers at this figure. First half ship- 
ments were heavier than for some time 
past at 1,150 tons, but with the present 
indications this will be quite fully ab- 
sorbed upon arrival. Stuff actually on 
the dock was offered in a half-hearted 


manner by certain holders at 5%c., 
with the prevailing rate at 5%c. Store 


was in exceedingly small supply, esti- 
mates ranging from 50 to 75 tons, and 
this was firmly held at 5c. There were 
buyers at 4%c. for November arrival; 
4%c, for December; 4.30c. for January. 
and 4,25c. for February. Following is 
the telegraphic advice of exports from 
Singapore and Penang during the first

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—On 
hyposulphite of soda prices were abso- 
lutely firm, and the movement of the 
same uneventful character last de- 
scribed.

Ger- 
man commanded the former figures of 
$1.85@2 per cwt. in casks, and kegs 
were held at $2@2.25 per cwt. 

INDIGO.—Slight improvement was 
perceptible in the indigo market in 
some directions, but the betterment 
was not general. Textile interests have 
operated conservatively, and the move- 
ment is notable for the number rather 
than size of orders booked. Values 
for all grades were unaltered, the vari- 
ous kinds quoting on the following 
firm basis:—18@20c. for synthetic; Ben- 
gal, low grade, 65@65c.; Bengal, me- 


dium, 62%,@75c.; high, 774%@90c.; Kur- 
pah, 50@60c.; Guatemala, %5@70c.;

Lo- 
cally the situation remains about as 
last described, contract deliveries con- 
stituting the movement principally, 
with outside sales passing at the for- 
mer price range of $25@31 per ton, ac- 
cording to seller, quality and quantity. 

NUTGALLS.—Late itiquiries indicate 
no change in buying sentiment, interest 
as usual centering in small lots of 
Chinas, for which holders ask 13@l1dc., 
according to amount and terms of sale. 
Blue Aleppos were taketi sparingly at 
the former figures of 16@17c. 

PRUSSIATES. — Few important 
transactions were put through this 
week. Yellow prussiate of potash has 
been notably quiet, and, through ab- 
sence of large sales, no definite idea 
could be gained as to what was the 
actual selling basis. The general ask- 
ing price is 13%c. Red potash remained 
steady at 33@34c., and prussiate of soda 
quoted at the unchanged rates of 8% 
@9%c., according to seller and amount. 

STARCH.—The proportion of orders 
resulting from inquiries made in the 
trade was comparatively small during 
the week, the main source of business 
coming through specifications against 
outstanding contracts. The corn mar- 
ket displayed a weaker inclination. 
through the recent decline in that 
commodity, but this did not affect 
the value of corn starch. Potato 
starch was also supported by the 
existing strong market for the raw 
product. Wheat and rice were feature- 
less and dull. According to kind and 
amount, the prices quoted are:—Pow- 
dered corn starch in bags at $2.70 per 
100 pounds, and in barrels, $2.86; pearl 
starch in bags at $2.65 per 100 pounds, 
in barrels, $2.81 cwt.; thin boiling 
starch in bags at $3 per 1 pounds, in 
barrels, $3.16 cwt.

Kentucky Petroleum Fields, 
Barbourville, Ky., Oct. 22, 1908, 


Developments in the petroleum fields of Ken- 
tucky have been boosted during the last few 
days by the entrance of new operators and 
better facilities which now exist for the carry- 
ing on of field work. The disastrous drought 
which prevailed the greater part of the sum- 
mer is no longer felt, and operators are 
hastening to get in as much work as possible 
for the next few weeks, before the winter sea- 
son and consequent bad conditions for develop- 





ment work begins. While the bulk of work 
is confined to the divisions of Wayne county, 
in lower Kentucky, and to the Wolfe county 
field of upper Kentucky, the last week or two 
have brought some expansion of the drilling 
industry, particularly in the upper Kentucky 
districts. Several divisions which have at- 
tracted no attention during the summer are 
being entered by operators, and much new 
work is in prospect for the next few weeks, 


or until bad weather retards developments. 

The last week witnessed a number of strikes 
above average capacity in the lower Kentucky 
field. Wayne county turned out a brace of 
fifty barrelers, the best completions of the 
month in that end. These were in addition to 
a number of smaller producers, the aggregate 
showing being much above that of any pre- 
ceding week for some time past. Dry holes 
have been conspicuous by their absence this 
week, one failure being noted in the Wayne 
county end. Wolfe county turned out a twenty 
barreler this week and one dry hole. 

In the way of wild-catting a strike in Me- 
Lean county this week is attracting some at- 
tention. A good strike resulted from a test 
in that county, which is an unknown proposi- 
tion, and it will probably be followed by fur- 
ther developments this fall and winter. Some 
quiet development work has been under way 
during the summer, but several dry holes dis- 
couraged operations. The new strike will aug- 
ment interest in the field. In the Floyd county 
field of Eastern Kentucky two test holes are 
being drilled, and Morgan county, in upper 
Kentucky, is being subjected to some new 
test work. None of these fields has pipe line 
facilities, but the work is of importance as 
indicating an expansion of the industry. 

Runs of petroleum maintain a fair average, 
production for the week past approximating 
13,000 barrels. There is a large quantity of 
oil in storage in the various districts, little 
oil having been shipped out of the State lately. 
Prices remain firm, the better grade command- 
ing $1 per barrel and the inferior grade 65 
cents per barrel. 


Pennsylvania Petroleum Develop- 


ments. 


While operations in the fields of West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania and Southeastern Ohio, 
yielding the highest grades of petroleum, have 
been impeded by the continued scarcity of 
water, the total for the week being 71 com- 
pletions, against 97 for the former week, the 
new production for the week under review has 
reached a gratifying total at 2,094 barrels per 
day, or but 175 barrels below the aggregate 
previously noted. West Virginia contributed 
the best results of the week, one of the com- 
pletions in Lincoln county being credited with 
an initial output of 750 barrels per day, declin- 
ing since to about 425 barrels. This well got 
its pay in the Big Lime formation, which has 
a record for better staying powers than other 
formations in the county. Other completions 
in Lincoln county were of average capacity, 30 
to 40 barrels a day. This section probably at 
tracts keener attention than any other in the 
State. The producing formation has been found 
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very regular, and nearly all of the dusters en- 
countered have been well beyond the defined 
limits. Pleasants county furnished a well that 
was considered favorable for a century pro- 
ducer, but which settled down to 70 barrels. 
Roane county was again to the front with an- 
other good well, which yielded 60 barrels the 
first twenty-four hours under agitation. In- 
terest in Brooke county, West Virginia, opera- 
tions is practically in abeyance, and the only 
completion reported during the week was in 
the Holliday’s Cove pool, a 10-barrel pumper. 
The older wells of this formation have shown 
gratifying staying powers, a late gauge re- 
cording a total of 1,625 barrels, against 1,660 
barrels reported during the previous week. 
There has been little slump in the production 
of the Follansbee pool, in the same county, the 


capacity lately being placed at 1,510 barrels, 
against 1,626 barrels as the aggregate of the 
former week. 

The Mingo pool, of Jefferson county, con 
tinues to lead in the results of the Southeastern 
Ohio section. Of ten wells completed within 


the interval nine came in as producers, adding 


a daily total of 735 barrels to the capacity of 
the formation. The older wells have shown 
marked depreciation, and the total output of 


the pool is placed at little more than 1,000 bar 
rels a day, or about 600 barrels below the 
former aggregate. The Alliance pool, of Co 
lumbiana county, in the same section, has fur- 
nished results which are likely to hold the in- 
terest of operators to a keen degree. One of 
the late completions was reported good for 100 
barrels at the start, but the wells in this 
formation are known to decline rapidly. In the 
Clinton Lime territory of Fairfield county, 
Ohio, a well was brought in which was classed 
as a probable 200-basrel producer. 

New interest was occasioned in Pennsylvania 
operations by the report of a completion near 
Bakerstown, Alleghany county, which regis 
tered seven barrels an hour, but which was 
expected to settle down to a century well. It 
is located on a narrow producing streak, and is 
not calculated to stimulate much enthusiasm 
in that section, where dusters have figured to 
an impressive extent.
